That any one sliould ever tire of 
desserts of fresh fruit served with 
sugar and cream, seems reniiiikable 
to (he genuine fruit lover. Never- 
theless people do grow weary even 
of strawberries ou Duiurcl, and de- 
mand that at least they shall be 
presented in fresh combinations. 
The first expression ef this desire 
is .seen in the jjp|)earance of straw- 
beri'y shortcake. 

HOW TO MAKE SHORTCAKE. 

This is nuide by rubbing two 
tablespoonfuls of butter into two 
cupfuls of flour, tulding to it a luilf 
ttiaspoimful of sfilt and a full tea- 
spoonful of btiking-powder, moisten- 
ing this witli a scant cupful of milk 
ami working with jis little handling 
as possilile into a dough. This 
should be rolled out iibout an inch 
thick, ctit into a round and baked 
in a quick oven fifteen minutes, or 
until throughly dyne. Then take it 
from the oven, pull it in two (tuner 
cut it) and fill with capped and 
sweetened berries, slight Ij crushed 
Another liiyer of berries should go 
on toji of the cake. It slumld be 
eaten wtirm, with cream and sugar. 

NEW YORK SHORTCAKE. 

There is still another variety of 
.shortCiik(> which deserves to l>e bet- 
ter known. This is imide by add- 
ing a beaten «'gg to the dough for 
which the recipe litis just been 
given, dividing this and covering 
the bottom of a baking pan with 
half of it. Over this uncooked 
dough should be spread a thick 
layer of r.ispbiMTies or Itbickbeiries, 
or bettor .still of bluebeiries, huckle- 
berries. Sprinkle these plentifully 
with sugar, cover then with the 
remainder of tin* dougli ixnd bake 
to a good brown in a steady oven. 
When done the shortcak(> should 
be cut inlosquar(>s, and etich person 
should split his own piece aiul t i-eat 
it with butter and sugar before (>at- 
ing it. Sli<'cd peaches or apples 
may be used in place of the IxMries 
when those art>out of .season. 

Any one of the^e dishes, made 
with a shortcake tlough, is nu)re 
wholesome than pies. Yet, since 
some people absolutely demand fruit 
pies and refuse substitutes, it may 
be sitid that those made jn the Knjj- 
lish fashion, like tart**, with only a 
top cruitf, are far more wholesome 
tluiu those with ti bottom cru.st, 
which is almost sure to be soggy 
and indigeslihle. 

"Heiries in ambush" is another 
delicious dish. For this line a 
glass dish with slices of stale 
sponge cake and moisten them thor- 
oughly with milk or cream. On 
the ciik(> lay the fruit, strti wherries 
or rtispberries, or when these are 
out of sea-son, .sliced peaches, and 
sprinkle them with powderetl sugar. 
Heap whip])ed cream over this in 
such a way as to conceal the* fruit 
entirely. 

CIT8TARDS AND CREAMS. 

There is little time during the 
summer when fruit of .some kind is 
not plentiful and cheap. Occasion- 
ally there will be a little ditficulty 
in getting it in country districts, 
and at such times one shouhi turn 
to cibstards, <'reanis tint! whips ra- 
ther than to the heavier puddings 
that art> usually the stanilbys 
in winter. Homc-maile chtirlotte 
russ<> is easily pr«>i)art>d and always 
jtopular. Whip a pint of cream 
light and add to it one-third of a 
box of gelatine which litis been 
soakeil in i>old wjiter for tin hour 
and diissolved in a very little boil- 
ing water. To this add a cupful of 
]>owdered .sugar, a little at a time. 
Line an ordintiry brick-bread ptiii 
with lady fingers or sliced sponge 
cake, and then pour in the tilling. 
Set it )\«ido in a cold place for sev- 
eral hours, until the whip is firm. 
Turn out on a flat disli.

Ou Rev. Job Turner's return 
from San Diego, he went to San 
Francisco for a few days, holding 
services there and at the State In- 
stitution at Herkeley. He then 
returned etist via Los Angeles. 
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A deaf-mute, a graduate of the 
Herkeley St'hool, named Francis 
Stewart, undertook to walk fi-oni 
San Pedro to Los Angeles on the 
track, to see La Fiesta, and was 
struck by a train of the Southern 
Pacific track near Cerritos Staticm, 
this morning, tind received injuries 
which proved fjital. 

At 8 1.5 A.M., when within about 
s >ven miles of San Pedro, Engineer 
Ortez, of a freight train rn route 
here from Los Angeles, saw a man 
walking along (he track, outside of 
the rails, some ilist^mce ahead. 
He soiindi il a warning whistle, but 
the i)edesiri)in made no motitm to 
get out of the wtiy. When i( be- 
came appaient that ho' either failed 
to heai (he apjiroaching train or 
was deliberately unmindful of it, 
the air-brakes were applied, but 
the momentum of the long train 
wius such thai tlie locomotive could 
not be stopped before it was 
upon the man, who pnived to be 
Stewtirt, ji dejif-mute. 

The unfortunate fellow was 
struck on the right side and thrown 
about seven feet, falling ou(4<ide of 
the rtvils, so his botly was not 
mangled. When picked up by Con- 
ducbir Kinney and (wo brakemen 
he was still alive, but unconscious. 
They carried him intothepjissenger 
coach at the leir of the train, and 
when Wilminglon w>us reached a 
telegram wjus .sent to Dr. Weldon, 
her»>, (o meet the train at Siin Pedro. 

When the (rain arrived here, Dr. 
Weldon was ou htind, tind had th«> 
injured man removed to his (Stew- 
art'.s) home. A heart-hretiking 
.scene ensued when Mrs. Cormack 
(S(ewar('s nio(her) saw her son 
bortie into (he house in a dying 
coiidi(i(Ui. He wjis injured internal- 
ly tind never recovered ciuiscious- 
ness. He lingered only jibout !«,, 
hours after being .struck. 

S(ewart was in his twciiix imji 
year, and aUhough deaf tind dumb, 
was bright and aclive tind well 
thought of hiTC. The Coroner has 
been notified and is expectiMl to ar- 
rive some (i me to-morrow (o hold 
an inquest. No blame kttaehes to 
(he engineer, as he gave the usual 
warning and apparendy did all in 
his ))owt>r (o avoid (he tu'ciilcnl. 

While (he sad even( is generally 
liunenled, i( seems to be the un- 
animous opinion (hat Stewart him- 
self was to blame for walking on 
the track, knowing his inflrmity. 

A RAKE TREAT TO THE DEAF. 

During Kast«r week, the deaf- 
mutes of IjOs ,\ngeles enjoyed a 
rich and raiv (i-eat, (hrough the 
kindness of th»v Rev. Hackett 
Smith, (he famous Cambridge

by giving them iiermission to he 
present at his lectures on "Ancienl 
Egypt, and How Men Lived 7000 
Years Ago," which he promptly 
agreed to do, and offered them tree 
jidmissiou. A cajiital interpreter 
for the occasion was secured in 
Miss Shrom, a teacher from West 
Pennsylvania Institution, then so- 
journing in Los Angeles for her 
health.

They decbircd the 
ptmtomine of (he lady helj>ed gn>at- 
ly to make the whole entertainment 
much more interesting than if 
otherwi.se would have been. A 
hetirty vote of (hanks was given by 
the deaf-nii"..v i,, the Rev. Hackett 
Smith. 

It will be niMi II tliose interested 
in the deaf elsewhere, would try to 
get the lectuivr to allow them to be 
pivsent and have his lectures in- 
terpreted for their benefit in other 
cities, when he moves Ease after 
his sojourn in Southern California. 

Speaking of T.os Angeles, Dr. 
Smith saitl : 

" It is one of the most beautiful 
cities I have ever seen. I had the 
pleasure of .seeing the last two days 
of La Fiesta, tiud must say that it 
compjires most favorably with simi- 
lai events held at Nice.' Southern 
Cfilifornia has much the same 
climate as Palestine, and reminds 
me very much of the l.-iKer phice. 
The frui(s tire the .^aine, (he flowers 
very similar, and the general as- 
pect of the mountains here is onlj^ 
an exaggeration of those of Palet^- 
tin(>. 1 have Imh-ii mon>(han favor- 
ably impressed with the country 
and the people, jind should like 
very much to make this place my 
permanent home." 

Dr. Smith intends to give several 
lectures during the next two weeks, 
after which he will go East, vi.siting 
the diflferent cities of note on the 
way.

Five years ago," sai<l Tesla, 
when seen in his lalmratory yester-- 
day, "I demonstrated the fact that 
wires were not needed for the trans- 
mission of the ebictric current from 
point to point, and since that time 
I have been constantly experiment- 
ing with methods for putting my 
th<!orieH into jjractical effect. 

" I h'4ve c«!ntered my efforts in 
[)rodueing a <lisliirbance in the 
electrical curriMits of the earth it- 
self. And I have succeeded. 

" A single electric signal can be 
sent around the earth, 1)3' known 
ordinary ineans in one-sixteenth of 
a .second. By thc^ instrument** this 
can be done in one-forty-eighth of 
a second. 

"No wires are necessary to send 
telegraphic messages- to any dis- 
tance. The message is projeet<!<l 
by jjrfKlucing a disturbance of the 
electric flui<lsof t1i(! earth, and it is 
felt at all jioints of tlie earth \h;- 
cause the fluid is ineomj)ressibU! 
and transmits its impnwsions 
equally without the neeil of direct- 
ing the course of a such message. 
Anybody in any part of the world 
possessing a receiver and the key to 
the code used can i-ead the mijssage. 
A pei.Hon in the centre of flm f>lains 
of Africa or at the North I'olii, in 
Australia or in Sin Francisco, ciin 
read I. lie mes.sage projec-ted from 
London or New York as easilj- as a 
person on the next block to the 
[)l,U5e of projection. It will be 
quite; as easy to comniiinlcate with 
a ship in niid-oc<^anor'Jitravtill(!rat 
the North Pole. 

" It is piobable that a number 
of central stations will be establish- 
ed at great distances, for instance, 
the c.ipital cities of countries and 
great centers of industry and com- 
merce. From these stations the 
ni<:ssages, private, jiublic and news, 
will be projected by code to ea<!h 
other and transmitted lo sub- 
stations and receiving olTlccs all 
over the world, 

" I am not, of confsi:, i>i.|„iM.I 
at present to make public any de- 
.sciiption of my paraplwrnalia, liiit 
I r;an say t lat I lia\ e mastere<l the 
se<'ret, and it will not be very 
many montlis before lelegraphic 
commiini<;ation, say with a ship in 
mid-ocean, unconnected by wires 
of any kind with land, will b«! a 
matter of eas*-. 

" No, by my method, there can 
be no imp<'<iiment to (he transmis- 
sion of a mes.s;ige. By all methods 
except mine, houses, hills and trees 
are imp"diments.

Thf)SO on whom devolve the duty 
and responsibility of provi<ling for 
the education of the diiaf some- 
times neglect lo do so in a sufTi<!ient- 
ly comprehensive d<igree; but if 
those in authority but fully realiz- 
ed the vast dilTerence iti the status 
of an uneducated deai' person as 
comi)ared with that of an un- 
educated hearing person, they 
would b(f more prompt and liberal 
in supplying adequate^ educational 
facilities for tin; former. An un- 
educated hearing man, if of 
average natural inttsfligence, reml- 
ily acquires a very considerable 
vr)cabulary; ho easily, and without 
any effort on his |»art, or any 
sjiecial instru(;tion on the i)art of 
others, hjarns the names and 
ehara(?t<'iislies of c^vt^ry kind of 
ol)je('t that comes within his obs<u- 
vation; is able to express his 
thoughts freely and intelligibly, 
and by means of converse with 
others he has a pretty thoroiigli 
knowlerlge of all matters that [ler- 
tain to his own immediate int(!r- 
esls; anil though he may not be 
able to read a word, he can, 
through others, ascertain in a gen- 
eral way what is transpiring 
throughot the world, and can hold 
constant and intelligent converse 
with his friends and others with 
whom h(! may come into contact. 
He can tak<! part in the various 
activitii's of lif(!, can discharge in 
a crediable mariner all the <iuties 
and responsibilities devolving upon 
him, and may even risetx) positions 
of trust and hcmor, and, despilf! 
his limitations, may thoroughly 
enjoy life in nearly all its phases. 
His moral nature, also, may be 
fully developed, his r(digious 
convictions may be deep, sincere 
and accurate, and ho is quite capa- 
ble of understanding and perform- 
ing his Uity to Cod an<l man. 

How vastly difrerenl from this is 
the ( ondition and the lot of an un- 
educated d«?af man. With but few 
exceptions, he lives in a stale of 
blank, im|)enelrable ignorance and 
awful isolation. His want of 
knowledge is not merely compara- 
tive but i)riclically absolute. He 
does not know tlu! names of the 
coimnonesl object of every-day us<i, 
and his knowledge of what goes on 
round about him is limii<>d to what 
li»! actually s«ies with his own eyes, 
sinc«i he cannot re(;eiv<i ideas or in- 
formation Irom others nor convey 
ideas or vvislu^s lo them, exe«>pl |{is 
coinmono.-'t wants wliirdi h»! may ex- 
press in pantomime. Unable to 
hold converse with others because of 
his entire lack of language, he 
lives a life of limelinessquito incon- 
ceivable to hearing )>(!0|)le. Of the 
general events transj)i ring through- 
out the world lie must remain in 
absolute igoranc^e, since he cannot 
read and possesses no language by 
which h<^ can communicate with his 
fri<(nds The whole of Europ«( 
might be d'liiged with blood, or 
half of the inhabitants of the 
earth destroyed by j)eslilen(!e or 
earthquakes ,or famine, and he 
w<»iild know fiotliing of it, forlhere 
is no way in which any i<leas 
foreign to his «'xperience can be 
c )nvcyed lo him. And while he 
may not be immoral in piactice he 
is to a large extent quite unmoral, 
since he can have but a very limit- 
ed apprehension of tlu^ r^oncept of 
right and wrong; and hi; <',an krjow 
n<itliingof the existence of a God 
or of a hereafler, nor even that he 
has a soul, nothing of rtdigious 
thought oi s^Mitiinetit, exee|>t such 
faint iiiinitive ideas on such mat- 
l(!rs as nuiy be inherent in man- 
kind. To him life is an unsolv- 
able (uiignui, and death a dr(>ad 
and fathomless mystery. And so 
ho lives his bl'uk, joyless ex- 
istence, never hearing the sweet 
sounds of human speech, never 
knowing thci delight of the com- 
mnnion of friend with friend, 
never feiding within him he pulsa-

It is U) be hoped that no longer, 
either in this land or any otlu^r, the 
opft irfunity will \hi flenied every 
dc'ir-iniile of ac«|uiring that golden 
strand of language, which Ihough 
so easily and inexpensively s<rcure<l, 
will serve as the clue that will 
gui<le its possessor out of this 
labyrinlh of menial ignorance, 
mr)ral blarikness an<l ndigious slag- 
nation, and ojxui iij) to him all the 
bounteous store of the wisdom of 
this world anri the assurance of the

bases, wluui 1 could not hear the 
eoachera. I told him that would 
all l>e made plain enough to him 
during a trlnl, if he chose to give 
me one. Th(> next day I was told 
to come out to the bull grounds. 
The day happened to be a wet 
one, and nobody wa« at the grounds 
exeoi»tthe groundkeeper and Ted 
himself. He motioned mo to put 
on my baseball togs and wado out 
to tlie field.

In an aildrosx before the I)i> I'Kpce (Catho- 
lic, Deaf-Mntes' Aswociat.ion lasl: Sunday 
nixlit, which waH translated into the sinn- 
lanKuage by Hev. Father Whelan, Arehi- 
hishop Hyan (jave the JirHt i)nl)lic intima- 
tion of a project only second in iniju)rtance 
to the Protectory for Hoys, now l)einK con- 
Htrncled at Katlnnds, MontKomery County, 
This is the construction of a home aiitl 
school for deaf-nuites who have now no 
place under the care of the Catholic Church 
where they can uo. In his M,dilr(>ss the 
arelihishop said that ns .soon as he coiild 
lift the burden of tlin I'rotectory somewhat 
from the shoulders of tho people, he would 
bcKln another Rreat work— that of an in- 
stitution for the Catholic deaf and dumb. 

It is understood that this ureal undertak- 
ing has been under consideration by the 
archbishop for a lonn time, and his recep- 
tion by his "silent lamlKs," as he calls them, 
at the Pennsylvania Instituticm at MoiuU 
Airy duriuK his recent .i>ibih(e hastened the 
aniu)Uiu'eiuent of his plans. 

There are but two institutions in this 
country similar to tho one coiitemiJated, 
(me of these beiuK in the archbishop's old 
diocese, that of St. Louis, 

The above is from the Philadel- 
phia (7(i//, issue of .Inly 2(1. It is 
plain, significant, and not a little 
suri)rising, although it is known 
that the threafi of such an under- 
taking has l>een hinted at hmg 
since. We do not (piestion the 
right of the Roman Catholic ChuiVh 
to estaltlish such an instil ul ion. It 
is more a question of its expediency 
or netiessily. From a Catholi(j 
stan'Ipoint it is undoubtedly con- 
siitcied affirmatively. From a 
general standpoint, there is ab- 
solutoly no iuhhI of the additional 
scOiooK in view of the great facili- 
ties oITcm-imI by the two large SItite 
schools, the I'ennsylvania Institu- 
tion for tho Deaf and Dumb and 
tho Wos'.ern Pennssylvania Institu- 
tion for the Deaf. Herein is wh(>re 
it is most surprising. ITnlcss we 
have betMi misinformed, concession 
uj)on concession, and the greatest 
latitude consistent with tho ini- 
p.irlial management of the Mt. 
Airy School, has been grante<l by 
the authorities to the Catholic 
Church for the religious training of 
(li(> jnipils of its faith. Yet the 
Catholic p<>oph» do not seem satis- 
fied with these privileges. 

Besides expressing our opinion, 
we raise no objection to the es- 
tablishment of such a sectional in- 
stitution. It may draw an huii-

A h(une for the indigent, aged, 
ami itdlrm deaf of the Catholic 
I'.'iilh, socMiis mtu'h moie in n(>ed, and 
should come lirst. Heretofore, 
several Catholic deaf here have 
taken advantage of the liberality of 
All Souls' Mission, while the Mis- 
sion n^ceived nothing in return 
from them. Wo should like to see 
the poor Catholic deaf cared for. 
For this a home is most desintble. 
The Mt. Airy Institution is not 
such a, home, but it ofTers through 
the lil)(>ralily of the State, the boon 
of ail education to Protestant and 
Catholic deaf alike. Then the 
Church shouhl first provide a home 
and let th«< school wait unlil its 
existence becomes a real M«'cessity 

The Penn.sylvania Soci(>ty for the 
Advanct^ment of the Deaf is en- 
tirely non-se<'tarian, and aims to 
benelit Hie deaf of all creeds, in 
Pennsylvania, Its ])rinciple ob- 
ject is to found aiuL maintain a 
iioin(> for the aged, infirm, and 
blind deaf of the State, of whatever 
creed, and some three thousand dol- 
lars Jiavo already been collected 
towards it. Thus it appears that 
this State may some day have 
two homes for the d<»af, and two is 
not too many. 

Frequent comment hfis been 
made in the deaf press lately, 
about a po.ssihle emergency, fwm 
lack of Stiite ai«l, in opening the 
Ml. Airy School next Fall. The 
burning of the Stjite Capitol, last 
winf(>r, entailed a great loss to the 
Stal«% and, in consequence, the 
(Jovernor insists upon a policy of 
rigid economy. Many charitable 
institutions sulTet by it, inchnling 
hospitals and other worthy institu- 
tions, and even the school a-ppro- 
])rialion is to be re(lue«>d bv about a 
million dollars. Notwithstantling 
I lH>se facts, iH> fears need now be 
entertained about the ('losing of the 
St !ite schools for the <leaf, for suf- 
ficient sums have been a])i)ropriaf- 
(^il lo'kc<>p school open, with due 
(Economy, for the next two terms, 
riu^ Mt. Airy School is said to have 
asked for «ta7r),00() and has had ap- 
proi)riafed $'^40,000. The Western 
Penn.sylvania School asked for 
«(l(!0,o'oO anil receiveH ^100,00(\ 
We have lost tlie figures of the 
Scrauton School, and can only say 
that of iIm^ sum asked for it re- 
eoivod a proportionate reduction.
